The doors we entered in 1985 as freshmen and leave as seniors to be the best we can. 
The 1967 gymnasium addition was a necessity for a well-rounded education. 
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Y esterday 

According to the very first Arm¬ 
strong High School yearbook. The 
Purple and Gold printed in 1918, 
the fall of 1914 saw some thirty 
students enrolled in a fledgling 
two-year education program 
which needed some improve¬ 
ments. The greatest such need was 
for more room. Originally, the stu¬ 
dents met in a lodge hall in town 
and later moved to a private 
dwelling on “Main Street,” which 
also proved too small. So it was 
with great pride of accomplish¬ 
ment in September 1916 that the 
first Armstrong school board, 
elected only two short years 
earlier, could dedicate a brand 
new building and thereby realize 
the town’s dream of its very own 
school. That building, despite 
many changes still stands proud 
and strong to greet its ninety stu¬ 
dents today. 

Other improvements to come 
later included the first bus shed in 
1923 and the first home-construct¬ 
ed bus in 1928 to carry the far¬ 
away Collison students. Then 
came the need for a vocational 
building in 1950 to be used for ag¬ 
riculture and industrial arts. A 
new bus garage was added at this 
time also. In 1968, a new addition 
was added to the school, focussing 
on a large gymnasium to accom¬ 
modate more fans at games. 

Since then, many great educa¬ 
tors and graduates have passed 
through this fine old school build¬ 
ing, putting forth a tremendous ef¬ 
fort in making Armstrong Town¬ 
ship High School the educational 
community that it is. Much hard 
work and pride was put into the 
making of this school, and it’s that 
same pride and dedication that 
keeps it here, despite whatever ob¬ 
stacles the future may hold.
